complicity in the smuggling ring and 
divulging details which may lead to 
tho arrest of numerous others in the 
Mexican party, with the subsequent 
ending of n ring which Is believed 
to have been operating on a lav'sh 
.scale In the Chinese traffic. 


Burton, in his confession, It is 


smd, 
steadfastly refused to name 


any of the "higher-ups" in the ring, 
declaring that be would continue to j 
refuse to name them. 
It Is said to 


have been his fear of involving these 
men that haw held back his confes- 
sion for .several days. 


According to the confession, police 


say, Burton, together with several 
others, received his orders to smug- 
gle the six Chinamen taken from a 
refrigerator car at Watsonyille Junc- 
tion last Friday, from Calexico to 
San Francisco, from a wealthy man 
in Mexican, on the Mexican border. 
Burton states that this man gave 
him a letter to a man in San Fran- 
c isco, whom the confessor refused 
to name, to whom the six China- 
men were to be delivered, whereupon 
he was to receive payment for their 
delivery. No payment on smuggling 
is made until the Chinese are safely 
delivered, Burton states. 


Numerous other men are engaged 


by the heads of the smuggling ring, 
including railroad men who aid in 
getting the Chinese into freight cars. 
Burton Is said to have declared. 
The six Chinese seized at Watson- 


vllle Junction, it Is said, were smug- 
gled over the border at Calexico 
under cover of darkness and placed 
m the car of cantaloupes in which 
they were found. 


Immed lately following his confes- 


sion to Chief Black and Federal Of- 
ficer Howells, Burton was ordered 
rushed to San Francisco, reaching 
that city last night. 
He will face 


federal charges there. Hs is a young 
man, only 24 years of age, and dis- 
plays a fine sense of loyalty, officers 
say, to those by whom he was em- 
ployed in the illicit business. 


Officer Howells had high praise 


for Chief Black and San Jose officers 
for their work in the smuggling case.

HILLSDALE. Ind., June 23. — A 
strange story of an estate Inherited 
and money strangely loaned out dur- 
ing the heat of the Republican Na- 
tional convention in June, 1912. was 
related yesterday by Mrs. Emma 
Richardson Burkett. \vho has filed a 
claim against the Theodore Roose- 
velt estate for $69,000. 


Mrs. Burketfs story says that she 
was the victim of clever confidence 
game men, that she really did have 
the money in cash and turned it over 
on a joint note signed by Roosevelt 
and one Charles J. Shunson. 
Mrs. Burkett was reticent at first 
and refused to discuss the case, stat- 
ing that Colonel Roosevelt at the 
time the loan was made had prom- 
ised hero there Would be "no noto- 
riety about.it." 


When informed that attorneys for 
the estate in New York had charac- 
terized the Colonel's signature a for- 
gery she told such features of her 
side of tho case as she •wished to re- 
veal. 


Her story, piecbd together 
and 
placed in chronological order, fol- 
lows: 


The alleged loan was made June 
21. 1912. Early that spring, in Feb- 
ruary, she had received word- of the 
death of a wealthy uncle, Henry 
Richardson, who spenlt most of his 
life in the "West. He was on his way 
to Alaska when he died. He had one 
daughter, an illegitimate child named 
Mary Kenney. He left a will provid- 
ing that Mrs. Burkett should take 
charge of his money, $G9,900. and 
turn over the interest to Mary. Ken- 
ney for a specified number of years, 
at the end of which- time she,' Mrs. 
Burkett, was to receive tho. principal 
as her own. 


"This daughter was always a way- 
Ward girl and for that reason her 
father disinherited her," said Mrs. 
Burkett. 


"I was the only one in tho family 


who would take her in and aid her 
when she was in trouble and It was 
for that reason that the money was 
left to me. 


"As the will provided she Was to 
receive tho interest on tho money, I 
naturally wanted to see that it was 
safely Invested. 


"I consulted with James O. Peyton, 
-a Civil War veteran and an old 
friend of the .family. He knew about 
the will and the money, which was 
in a safety deposit box In Danville. 


B.oth tho will and the alleged tioto 


bearing Colonel ROOseVelt's indorse- 
ment are in the Chemical National 
Bank ot New York City, acting as 
Mrs. Burke It's representative In the 
matter. 


"It was while the convention was 


in progress," said Mrs. Burkett, 
"that I received a letter from Judge 
Peyton saying that he had arranged 
for a loan and for mo to como to 
Chicago. 
There I met this man 


Shunson for the first tlmi. Theodore 
Ilooscvelt wais in tho room at the 
timo. I saw him BIg-n the note And I 
saw Shunson sign it. I didn't care 
much about who Bhunnon was bo- 
cause Colonel Roosevelt was beyond 
question as to integrity, and I con- 
sidered it a safe Investment. 


"Are you sure it 
was Colonel 
Roosevelt and riot some man posing 
as tho lorrner President?" she wan 
asked. 


"I knew Colonel Roosevelt too well 
for them, to fool me thfct way," she 
snapped.

MEXICO'S DEBTS. 


According to an official .statement by the Sec- 


reiary of Home Affairs, the total public debt of 
Mexico amounts to 4U0.79'l,fir>5 pesos, or ?2lo,- 
093,778 U. S. currency. 
Of this amount the for- 


eign debt, in round numbers, .in U. S. currency, is 
§1-13,47^.000. This foreign indebtedness is divid- 
ed as follows, also in round numbers:

City municipal loan of 18S9, $0,763,000: consoli- 
dated loan of 18!l9, 5?4S,GO:

This total indebtedness of a trifle^ more than 


?210,000,000 is not a large obligation for Mexico 
to meet, providing there is sound administration 
of Mexican finances and reasonable opportunity 
for realizing on the business and industrial re- 
sources of the country. It can be met v, ithotit any 
great hardship if Mexico works, while the gov- 
ernment maintains an effective control over the 
destructive activities of banditti and revolution- 
aries. 


The amount due foreign creditors, $143,472,000, 


demands attention first and recent reports from 
Mexico City are io the effect that payment of in- 
lerest on the foreign debt will be resumed at once. 
The government is in arrears in interest payments 
on the whole debt in about $83,616,000. 
But a 


comparatively small portion of this is on account 
of the foreign obligations. 


Tt is. to be borne in mind, of course, that old 


issues do not constitute all of Mexico's debt to 
other nations. There is to be added to the items 
mentioned above the claims for damages sustained 
by foreign citizens during the .seven years of in 
ternal disorder that succeeded the Madcro regime. 
Estimates of 1he«e losses range from $250,000,000 
to ?1.000.000,000, but it is not likely that a joint 
claim« commission, after due examination, will be 
able to prescnl a bill for more than Hie smaller 
estimate.

He does not want 
to be laughed at or pitied. 


Stammering and stuttering are the 


most common forms. Lisping, too, is 
frequently met. 


A cleft palate produces a similar 


and unmistakable defect in speech.

catarrh or polypus interferes with 
proper resonance and gives a flatness 
to the voice. 


In stammering there is the substi- 


tution of many sounds for the one 
tho person is trying to produce. In 
stuttering theio may b,e terrible con- 
tortions ot the face and mouth be- 
fore any sound ib uttered. When the 
word is produced, after all these ef- 
forts, it may come out perfectly nor- 
mal and natural. 


Stammering is 'sometimes the re- 


sult of imitation. Unconsciously wa 
imitate the manner of speech and the 
one of one with whom we associate 
constantly. 


When once the habit is acquired it 


s difficult to overcome. The victim 
Becomes sensitive. He stops talking, 
having lost confidence in himself li 
s difficult, indeed, to restore this 
confidence, and to make the person 
believe he can really speak nor- 
mally. 


Most persons with, speech defects 


Dreathe improperly. 
They must be 


taught how to breathe correctly. 


Speech depends on perfect voice 


machinery. That is, all the vocal or- 
gans must be normal in form and 
function.

The hearing- power must be nor- 


mal or else the victim will not be 
able to control his speech.'' It is a 
common thing to observe the altered 
voice in the totally deaf. 


The last factor m normal speech 


production is the possession of proper 
brain action. Excessive nervousness, 
self-consciousness, poor brain circu- 
lation, or ill health may disturb the 
speech centers. Excitement, emotion 
and other psychological _states may 
result in impaired vocal jjua^ion,

ITis particular case may "differ 


in some respects from all others. Pa- 
tience, persistence and good sense 
are essential to the cure.

experts in vocal training and the 
correction of speech defects are sure 
to win better results than can be won 
by an amateur. Every large com- 
munity has its clinic or instructor for 
speech, improvement.

of controversy today with the leaking out of innl'ormation to the effect 
that Hal Chase, premier first baseman of all time and at present under 
Indictment by the Cook county, Illinois, grand jury in connection with 
the world series baseball scandal of 1919, seeks to regain a place on the 
San Jose team of tho Mission league. 
Indications were, according to D. iff,. Denegri, city councilman and 
part owner of the San Jose club, that an attempt will bo made to have 
tho ban on Chase removed by the Mission league directors, who last 
year voted to oust him. t>encgri declared that Gilrov, Salinas and Wat- 
sonvillo directors of the league have reported that they favor the star 
player's reinstatement and that if tho public is desirous of having Ohase 
in tha lineup of tho local club he will probably be there.

Denegri further stated that ho would welcome a vote of the fans o£ 
this city, or o£ the entire Mission league circuit, on the question of 
•whether or not Chaso should bo allowed to play.

Edward A. Beals, meteorologist, 
making the report, says also that 
cprrespondents report winds and cool 
weather inland were not in the beyt 
Interests of the crop. 
TEXT OP StTMABY. 
The report speaks for itself in part 
as follows: 
There were many grass, 
grain 
and brush fires. Fire in the foot- 
hills of Madera 
and 
Mariposa 
counties burned over 60,000 acres 
of land. One life was 
lost and 
several 
ranch houses were de- 
stroyed by these fires. The 
cool 
weather was favorable for the new 
orange crop and only the normal 
drop has so far occurred. 
The harvesting of wheat, barley 
and oats is now general. The crop 
is very uneven, being excellent in 
some localities, and so poor 
in 
others as to be cut for hay, or else 
abandoned"altogether. Rice is spot- 
ted owing to the cool weather and 
some think the low" vitality of tha 
seeds that' were used is partly the 
cause of the uneveness of this crop. 
RICE AND CORN SIX>W. 
Both rice and corn made slow 
progress during the 
week. Corn, 
however, is in a healthy condition 
and will probably make a good 
showing with the advent of warm- 
er weather. It -was too cool for cot- 
ton in the Imperial valley and this 
crop at the present time is light 
and backward. 
For some unknown reason there 
are many missing hills in the hop 
yards of Sonoma county. The hops 
are now going- on the twine in that 
county. 
Sugar beets 
and

beans made fairly good growth. 
Potatoes did well durinfr the week; 
many were dug, and some little

It was impossible 
at the time to determine the extent 
of the loss without making a care- 
ful survey which has been done 
and It turns out to be quite heavy. 
The 
picking of apricots, 
early 
peaches and plums is becoming 
general. These crops like most of 
the other varieties of fruit in this 
state were severely injured by frost 
in the spring, and in some places 
the yields are very good while in 
others they are poor. Cherries and 
berries are going to the canneries 
and to the market in large quan- 
tities. In some localities the abund- 
ance of this fruit is so great the 
farmers cannot find a market for 
it. Navel oranges continue to set 
fairly well, and 
the 
picking of 
.Valencia oranges is going on, but 
in a lessening degree as the season 
advances.
